Another Pii'atical Act by /the 
American Revenue ('utters. 

Four British And One American 
Schooner Taken to Sitka. 

Another hoi Slg'itcd on the Way— Particulars 
Concerning tin (Intrude— Decisive Action 
Neecasary on the Part of the Imperial Au 
tUorllbw Plspnsitlon of IbeSeized Vessels. 

The Ulyuipinli .vhicli arrived from .Siliui 
yestorilay bl-uitgllt the startling news thai, 
aiiothor lol id British and American 
schooners had been captured by the 
revenue culler Klisll and taken tu Sitka, 
and that as bhu steamer was leaving tho | 
I'ovenue cutler again hove in sight 
having it number of schooners in j 
tow. Those in Sitka are the Vic- 
toritt schooner.-. Dophin, Anna Heck, j 
Grace, W. I'. Say ward, and tho I 
American schooner Challenger, of Seattle. 
With the scliuuneru seized lust year this ! 
makes seven British Vessels now in charge 
of the Alaskan authorities, and they will 1 
no doubt lie added to, as il seems the in 
tenbion of the Americans to seize every 
schooner that they can secure anywhere 
within the waters id' Behring's sea. It i 
was not thought probable that such j 
measures would have been taken in the 
face of information received from Wash 
ington and Ottawa; however, a lack i»l 
diplomacy or of onei gy seems to have pre- 
vailed, and no decisive answer was given I 
to the olliciiil queries madu to the L'nitod 
Status authorities in regard to the pro- 
gramme they purposed following during 
the present season. 

The following statements of several of 
the captured sealers is taken from the 
Aluakuv of July 30: 

"Captain Olson, of the steam schooner 
Anna Beck, slated. 1 left Victoria on 
February 7th last, clearing at. the custom 
housu for the purpose of a sealing and 
lishing trip to the west coast of Vancou- 
ver Island, the Ninth Pacific ocean and the 
Uehring sea. Ai the time the papers 
wore issued by Mr. A. li. Milne, collector 
of customs, he made no observation about 
my vessel lishing in Bohring sea; neither 
did I say anything to him. I supposed 
from the fact that the papers were issued 
giving me such permission there was no 
reason why I should not lish in Behring's 
sea, and hail I anticipated that there 
would be any trouble I would not hav e 
started on a voyage for such a purpose. 
It was the common talk amongst the peo- 
ple of Victoria that we were perfectly 
safe in lishing as tho American govern- 
ment would not make any seizures this 
season. I don't understand why my ves- 
sel was seized as personally 1 was not en- 
gaged in catching seals. I purchase the 
seals from the Indians for the owners of 
tho schooner, and 1 have no control what- 
ever on the natives after they leare the 
vessel in their own canoes. I am not re- 
sponsible if they catch seals after they 
have left the schooner's side; they can 
come and go when they please. 

"'Geo. It. Kerry, tho captain, A Laing 
the mate and part owner of the British 
schooner VV. P. Say ward, and Michael 
lveefe, mate of the Anna Beck, said: 
We have heard read the statement 
of Captain Olsen and agree with it in 
every particular. 

"Michael lveefe: It is certainly a 
strange thing for the custom house at Vic- 
toria to have issued papers to us per- 
mitting lishing in Bohring sea. If it was 
not legal why should the collector have 
cleared the vessel I The general idea of 
sailors is that no custom house will issue 
papers to any vessel to go and do an illugal 
act. 

"t'apt. H. B. Jones, .>f the American 
schooner Challenger: I left Seattle OH 
April loth last, clearing at Port Town- 
send at the custom house for a hunting 
nnd walrus trip to the North Pacitic and 
Arctic oceans. I sealed up the coast 
thirty or forty miles from shore as far 
north as the Aleutian islands. 1 have 
never lished for seals in Behring's sea. 
My schooner was seized in A kutan har- 
bor, whither I proceeded for tho pur- 
pose of cleaning the bottom of the ves- 
sel and taking in a supply of water. 
The harbor is oil Akutan Island, situated 
nearer the PacificOcean than the Brhring's 
Sea. There aro two passages between the 
North Pacific ocean and the Bohring sea 
at thai point, one being through Akum 
Pass and the other through DnimakPuss. 
The Akum I'ass being full of reefs and 
ilic Unimak I'ass being comparatively 
safe, I chose (he latter, intending to clean 
my vessel and lake in a supply of water. 
When anchored there 1 had not quite de- 
cided whether to COtnc back ill the Pacitic 
ocean or to keep on north, bound for the 
Arctic ocean, my destination. The charge 
against, me is of catching seals in Alaskan 
waters, thai is within three leagues of 

shore. Any 3 who knows anything of 

sealing is aware that such a charge is ridi- 
(eiilotis, as we never look for seals within 
twenty miles of shore. They are caught 
all the way from between 'JO and L50 miles 
of the land. The seals we packed up on 
our vessel wore shot between Capo Flat- 
tery and Saunnkh, situated forty miles 
south and oas! of Unimak island. All 
this territory lies within the North Pacific 
ocean." 

What makes the present seizures more 
inexplicable is the fact, that the British 
schooners seized last year were ordered to 
bo released by Attorney-! leneral Garland, 
as is shown by the following copies of tho 
orders in the possession of Oarno cV Mun- 
sie, of this city: 

(COI>) OF TKI.KCHAM. ) 
VVASIII.NUTON, I). ('., Jan. 'Jti, 1887. 
I'oJuilut Uifaijeltf Dawson, and Mr. 1). Halt, 
District Attorney, Sitka, Alaska: 
1 am directed by the President to Instruct you 
to discontinue all further proceedings in tho 
matter of the seizure of the llritisli vessels 
"Carolina." "Onward," and "Thornton," anil 
discharge all vessels now held under such seiz- 
ure, and release all persons t hai may he under 
arrest in connection therewith.

ToHarton AtkiiiH, United States Marshal far 
the Dint i-ict of Alaska: 

You are hereby dlrecl oil to release t he vessels 
"Carolina," "Onward, rhornton," nnd "Sau 
Diego," which were seized iu Hebring't sea for 
violation of soe. HMO, U. S. Statutes, together 
with their tackle, apparel, skin*, guns, ammu- 
nition, small boats and everything pertaining 
to said vessols,

It would appear from tho above that 
the United States had given up the fool- 
ish contention of possessing the control 
ovor the high seas. Tho following letter 
was received by Mr. Munsie from tho 
deputy minister of fisheries in reply to a 
letter:

Again, in answer lo another letter, Mr. 
Munsie received the following reply:

Of your letter of the I'.lth instant addressed to 
tho miulstorof Marine and Fisheries, in which 
you stale "We have not received a -angle word 
from tho United States government about, the 
'release of tho vessels," referring of course to 
those seized last season. 

Oa tho 2nd of April last I communicated to 
you the decision uf Hie President of the United 
Stales, in so far as releasing the vessels, etc., 
which letter you acknowledged. 

Have von made any application Cor the sur- 
render of the vessels, or have you reason to 
suppose the United Slates government would 
communicate I be acl Ion to you by oi her means 
than tho ordinary olllelal channel. 

This department losl no lime in communicat- 
ing the decision in question (o you, with the 
expectation that you would ul once lake steps 
to regain possession of the vessels. 
I am, dear Sir*,

John TlLTON, 
Deputy .Minister ot Fisheries. 

From the above official orders of tho 
American authorities and tho correspond- 
ence of the Dominion government, sealers 
hero were quite natural in believing that 
•no further seizures would be made during 
the present season. However, the reverse 
is the case, and the American authorities 
have evidently fully prepared in order to 
do as much injury as possible to the seal- 
ing interests outside those controlled by 
the Alaska Commercial company. British 
ami American sealers have fared alike. 
Tho latter probably the worst. Owners of 
vessels here arc naturally indignant, at tho 
turn of affairs and think that more definite 
information should have been given them 
before t heir vessels sailed as to the inten- 
tions of the Americans. Now that they 
arc seized they consider the imperial 
authorities should move at once in the 
mutter, and demand instant redress from 
the United States for a breach of inter- 
national law, and for the damages sus- 
tained by British subjects while legally 
lishing on the high seas. They aro begin- 
ning to wonder if indeed England is mis- 
tress of the seas when such high-handed 
piratical acts as those perpetrated last year, 
and again repeated this, are allowed to occur 
without some protection being given to 
British subjects or redress secured for 
damage done to properly and interests at 
the hands of Americans. 

Fi i the Alaskan is also gathered the 

following iu regard to the disposition of 
this and last, year's seizures: 

"Marshal Atkins has been notified by 
Deputy Marshal Anderson of Ounalaska, 
that the commander of the steamer Rush 
has delivered into his custody !IC>4 fur 
seal skins seized from the different prize 
vessels, tho American schooner Challenger, 
and the British schooners W. P. Saywavd 
and Anna Beck. All the above men- 
tioned seal skins were packed and salted 
iu a kinch in one of the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company's warehouses, awaiting fur- 
ther instruction from the marshal. 

"The Anna Buck has been dismantled 
and a complete inventory taken of every- 
thing on bo»,,l 

"The L',08^! seal skins, the result of 
last year's seizures, were shipped consign- 
ed to the marshal on the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company's steamer Dora, which left 
Ounalaska on duly 8th bound to San 
Francisco. 

"Nineteen Indians and three sailors 
belonging to the VV. P. Sayward, and two 
uf the Challenger's crew, left, Sitka in the 
early part of the week on board several 
canoes and one boat, mi route for Victoria 
and Seattle. They took with t horn a large 
supply of provisions furnished by the com- 
mander of tho Sayward. 

"Marshal Atkins has received advices 
from tho deputy marshal at Ounalaska 
under a recent date, stating that the 
three British schooners seized last Aug- 
ust in the Behriug'b Sea and now lying at 
Ounalaska, aro in good condition, every 
care having been taken to protect them from 
injury. One of the vessels, which was in 
a leaky condition when tirst captured, 
was beached in order to save continuous 
pumping. 

"In the district court, on Tuesday 
morning H. B. Jones, captain, and Carl 
Erickson, mate of the schooner Challenger, 
Louis Olsen, captain, and Michael Keefe, 
mate of tho steam schooner Anna Beck, 
and George R. Ferry, captain of the 
schooner W. P. Sayward, appeared before 
Judge Dawson and made an application 
that they be permitted to surrender their 
bonds oi'i the ground that, they were de- 
void of the funds necessary for their sub- 
sistence. The court granted the applica- 
tion and ordered that the defendants be 
placed in tho custody of the United States 
marshal. 

"The arms and ammunition seized on 
the schooners City of San Diego and 
Sierra -comprising in all nine rifles and 
guns and about 1,4(10 cartridges will be 
sold by auction in Sitka on Monday the 
8th proximo, by the marshall. The seiz- 
ed arms nnd ammunition taken from the 
schooners San Diego, Thornton and On- 
ward-- comprising some fifty rifles, breech- 
loading guns and rifles and several thous- 
and rounds of ammunition w ill be offered 
for aale at Juneau as soon as the neces- 
sary instructions are received from Wash- 
ington." 

BAYARD'S OPINION, 

The following telegram is another un- 
official announcement, and seems to be 
rather out of harmony with tho official 
acts of the commanders of the revenue 
cutters: — 

Washington-, July 110. Sooretary Uayard, 
when he was shown to day a despatch from 
Dtiawa. staling that, "The Dominion Govern- 
ment is protesting against the discourtesy 
shown by the United states authorities in ig- 
noring Its demand for roparullon fori he seizure 
and detention of the British Columbia sealers 
seized in Behring's Boa losl your," said: "In tho 
llrst place no demand was ever mtiile to our 
government by mr body, cither for the release 
of Hie vessels in question or for damages for 
their dotontlon; and, in the second place. If any 
BUOll demand had been made, il could not have 

come by any possibility from the Dominion 
government, with which wo liavo absolutely no 

diplomat ie relations whatsoever. The vessels in 
question were released upon representations of 
tJio British government that thoy were British 
vessels They were released because our right 
to hold them was deemed loo doubtful to be en- 
forced. Our govornmont did what it believed 
to he right In the matter, without constrami 
from any quarter. The probability Is that (he 
Anna fleck, alleged lobe a British steam 
Bohoonorfrom Viotoria, thoarrosl ol whichpythe 
revenue cutter Hush for alleged violation of 
our Alaska revenue laws, was reported yester- 
day will be released the same \Miy if the; lac s 
are as alleged.

authorities; and their regret, that better 
protection is not afforded our lishing in- 
terests. 

A. Laing, mate of the W. P. Sayward, 
arrived down from Nanaimo last evening, 
having left the Idaho at that point. He 
corroborates the fact that the Rush wss 
entering Sitka as tho steamer left, having 
in charge a number of schooners, the 
names of which were unknown. The 
Americans evidently intend to make a 
clean sweep of the schooners sealing north 
this season. Portions of the crews of the 
seized schooners aro on the Idaho and will 
arrive over from Port Townsond to-day. 
A number of sailors and Indians have 
started for Victoria in boats. 

It was reported that Capt. Miner, of 
the schooner Penelope, had overpowered 
the men put on his schooner as a prize 
crew, and was now on his way to Victoria 
with his unwilling passengers. 

SQUATTERS' MEETING. 

ICorrcspomltnce of THE COLONIST.! 
A large and enthusiastic meeting of the 
squatters and other settlors of Chilliwhauk 
was held on Saturday afternoon, J uly 80th, 
at Henderson's hall. Mr. S. L'awley, 
municipal reeve, was voted to the chair, 
and James Patterson acted as secretary. 
Mr. D. Chisholm, M. P., being present 
by invitation, was called upon to address 
the meeting. Mo said, with regard to 
squatters' rights, everything was being 
done by the Dominion government that 
could be done to settle the question; that 
it was now loft for the chief justice of the 
supreme court of Canada to decide wheth- 
er the Dominion or provincial government 
should administer the lands in this dis- 
trict reserved by the Sumas Dyking Act 
of 1878: and that the Hon, Thos. White, 
minister of the interior, would bo here in 
a few days, and advised that a deputation 
of squatters be appointed by the meeting 
to meet him at Now Westminster upon 
his arrival, and that he (Mr. Chisholm) 
would assist the deputation in urging tho 
immediate administration of these lands. 
He felt sure that the Hon. Mr. White 
was as anxious to settle this matter as any 
one in the hall. It was indeed a great 
hardship that so large a number of settlers, 
many of whom had resided on their places 
from six to nine years, had not oven a 
scratch of a pen given them to assure 
them of their holdings, though untiring 
applications had been made from time to 
time to both governments. He also un- 
derstood that the management of muni- 
cipal atl'airs was sariously interfered with 
as the council had no power to pay taxes 
on these IhikJs, wdiich constitute so large 
a portion of tho total area of this muni- 
cipality. Mr. Chisholm also stated that 
the Dominion government intended to 
discontinue the telegraph service to Chil- 
li whack, and while at Ottawa he had 
asked that the line be continued in opera- 
tion till the 1st of September next until 
he could see the poople and know what 
arrangement they wished to make, that 
the government were willing to give the 
people the line if they would operate it, 
but if this arrangement did not suit them 
be would insist ^hn^ the Rfirvir.fi nhruilrl bo 
continued by the government, accoidiiig 
to the terms ->f With regard to 

postal mattors he would advise the head 
of the department that the postoffice be 
removed from Chilliwhack Landing to the 
village of Centerville, as this was accord- 
ing to the wishes of a large majority of 
the people. On motion, it was resolved 
that Mr. Ramsay, Mr. Fussil and Mr. 
Vickerson bo appointed delegatus to wait 
on the Hon. Mr. White at New West- 
minster in the interests of the squatters; 
that we petition the Dominion govern- 
ment and remind them that it is accord- 
ing to the tonus of union that the gov 
ernment shall maintain the telegraph ser- 
vice, and that influence bo brought to 
bear on the authorities at Ottawa, through 
our representative, Mr. D. Chisholm, M. 
P., to have the postoffice removed to 
Centerville, and that the telegraph office 
be in the same building. A vote of 
thanks was tendered Mr. Chisholm for 
his kindness ill being present at this meet- 
ing and for tho able manner in which he 
represented us at Ottawa, when the meet- 
ing adjourned.

There is a new phase in Father Para- 
dis' case. John Gilmour and 'Allan Gil- 
inour, jr., Ottawa's millionaire lumber- 
men, have been arrested upon a warrant 
issued at the instance of a man tiauiod 
Anisi Broulard, an employe of tho Rev. 
Father Paradis. Broulard, it turns out, 
was arrested along with the priest upon a 
warrant issued at tho instance of Gilmour 
& Co., charging Paradis with cutting the 
Gilmour mark off tho saw logs and replac- 
ing it by that of another man. Broulard 
was arrested and brought to Hull, whore 
he was bailed out. The charge is stealing 
logs, w hich the Gilmours claim belong to 
themselves. They have been bailed out 
on their own recognizances. 

James McManus, financial manager of 
tho Weber Manufacturing Company, lef 
Kingston a couple of days ago, and his 
whereabouts are unknown. It is thought 
somo mishap has befallen him. 

QUEBEC. 

The Boston Herald published a sensa- 
tional despatch from Ottawa, stating that 
the rumor was prevalent that tho real 
murderer of D'Arcy McGee has been dis- 
covered to be a well known criminal law- 
yer of Quebec, and that Whalen, who was 
executed, was totally innocent.

On January 9th 
Sir L. West again addressed Mr. Bayard, 
calling attention to the fact that all rights 
of compensation were reserved ori Oct, 
21st and further stating that 
" Her Majesty's government do not 
doubt that if on enquiry if (the 
information received) shall prove correct, 
the government of the United States will, 
with their well-known sense of justice, 
admit the illegality of the proceedings re- 
sorted to against British vessels, and the 
British subjects above mentioned, and 
will cause reasonable reparation to be 
made for the wrongs to which they have 
been subjected and for the losses which 
they have sustained." Mr. Bayard re- 
plied three days later, stating to Sir L. 
West, that '"you need no assurance that 
no avoidance of our international obliga- 
tions need be apprehended." In view of 
these facts, is seems almost incomprehen- 
sible that Secretary liayard could at this 
late date admit the illegality of tho pro- 
ceedings of the American authorities and 
yet not only resist the claims for compen- 
sation, but even deny that such claims 
have been made by the British govern- 
ment. This whole matter needs instant, 
attention. We dare say it will, how- 
ever, get that — a feeble remonstrance at 
Washington, a diplomatic reply, and such 
exhaustive correspondence and red -tupeisni 
as to tide the matter over for another year, 
when tho same old story will bo repeated, 
until our sealers, sick and tired of waiting 
for some measure of justice, leave to the 
Americans, by force of necessity, the un- 
restricted and unchallenged privilege of 
hunting for seal in waters in w hich they 
have equal rights. There are several 
war-ships at lisqlliinalt doing nothing. 
It is probable they could easily easily pre- 
vent the revenue cutter Richard Rush 
from interfering with the rights and lib- 
erties of British subjects, By the way, 
what object had the Caroline in going 
north / We thought she went there to pro 
tect British interests. While she was cruis- 
ing the waters of the nort hern seas our four 
British Columbia vessels were being 
unlawfully seized, their crews being ille- 
gally detained, and an outrage being in- 
llicted upon the English Hag. If our gov- 
ernment desires to get credit for doing its 
duty by all parts if the Dominion, it must 
act quickly, firmly and decisively in this, 
to us, highly important matter. 

Tub Lebol ritle, thone t gun with which 
the French infantry will he supplied lie- 
fore next spring, is, according to all 
accounts, a wonder. The new ritle is 
known by the name of its inventor, Lebol, 
and is smaller and lighter than the rifles 
now in use; the French soldieiiB call it 
"the little gun. " The most authentic des 
criptions given of the gun agree in attri- 
buting to it a carrying power beyond that 
of any rifle heretofore in use. The models 
received in New York are not known to 
bo accurate copies of the Lebol gun, and 
experiments with them is impossible, 
owing to the tact that the powder used is 
a secret compound of which the French 
government has the monopoly. Accord- 
ing to all accounts the Lebel gun will car- 
ry its bullet more than a mile and a half, 
and with a more certain aim than has been 
possible with ordinary rifles. The hole of 
the gnu is very small, and the ball, which 
is of steel and sharply pointed at one end, 
is said I" revolve at a speed of a thousand 
revolutions a second. In the tests made 
by the French government this bullet has 
penet rated a brick wall eight inches thick 
at a distance of 500 yards. It will go 
through any kind of armor which call he 
Worn by soldiers, and at a distance of 
more than a mile \\ ill pass through a man 
as easily as at ten paces. The gun has no 
recoil under lire, and the powder gives 
out no smoke whatever. It has been said 
thai the powder used must bo a. smokeless 
hunting powder already in the market: 
hut this is denied by tin' inventor, who 
says that he uses an entirely new com 
pound. The Lebel gun is, of course, a 
repeater, ami t he earl ridges are so small 
that each soldier carries rounds of am- 
munition, as against lid rounds formerly 
considered the maximum. The. French 
government is now making these guns at 
the rate of 500 a day at Saint Ktienne, 

and is preparing to m ut double that 

number, four factories, those atChatel- 
lorault, Tulle andSaint-Etienne, will soon 
hit at work upon them.

AN EXCITING. BLAZE. 

yesterday Morning's Plra Docs Great Damage 
—Heavy bosses Sustained— List of Amounts 
Held in Insurance Companies. 

One of the most extensive and destruc- 
tive fires that has taken place in Victoria 
for some time, occurred early yesterday 
morning. At 15.30 o'clock as OHicer 
Lindsay was making his rounds he 
noticed lire coining from buildings in 
the rear of Mrs. VVhitlatv'sandT, Fletcher's 
stores. He sounded an alarm ut the 
Deluge house and it was communicated 
to the other engine houses immediately, 
the harsh Bound of the bells awakening 
people for several miles around, so clear 
and calm was the morning air. Between 
the time thai Lindsay gave the warning 
tap and that taken by the engines to 
reach the scene, the lire had gained great 
headway, communicating with M. R. 
Smith's bakery and the stores of Mr, 
Fletcher and Mrs. Whitluw, every moment 
lost telling with great effect. The tiro 
burned fiercely and when the water was 
applied cinders Mow high in the air falling 
on surrounding buildings but fortunately 
doing little or no damage except to the 
roof's of those already on tire. So intense 
was the heat that the crowd of anxious 
citizens who had by this time assembled, 
were forced to stand back. The firemen, 
to their credit were promptly on t he spot 
and hose were soon attached to hydrants 
by the Deluge and Tiger hosemen, other 
hose was attached to the Tiger engine and 
streams of water began to pour on the 
devouring flames. Thu fire, though, 

had v imuuicated with the rear of 

the Presbyterian Sunday School and 
before it was put out considerable damage 
was done. \ hard battle was fought in 
an endeavor Lo save Mr. A. McLean's 
building, but al last the men drove the 
flumes eastward I bus saving the property. 
The lire was then met on the other side, 
and in a verv short time confined to the 
stores of Redgrave >v. Klla, Mr. T. 
Fletcher. Mrs. Whitluw and Mr.JVI, R. 
Smith. Mrs. Whitluw's goods before 
this, however, had been removed by wil- 
ling hands although damage to some ex 
tent was incurred by water and rough 
handling. Redgrave & Ella's stock of 
candy, counters, etc., had also been re- 
moved to a place of safety, ami a number 
of Mr. Fletcher's machines wore saved. 
The scene was all exciting one. 
The loud Iioise of falling timbers accom- 
panied by the hoarse cries of the firemen 
as they battled bravely with the tirey ele- 
ment and the enormous and animated 
crowd presented a scene not soon to ho 
forgotten. About half-past four o'clock 
the battle, was practically over, the fbiuicj 
gradually subsiding under the copious 
supply of water, ami by 5.30 o'clock 
nothing bul smoke arose from the black- 
ened ruins.

THE WATER-WORKS MEETING. 



Kxpressiou of .Sentiment mi the Suliject from a 
tew Kiltcuayflrs. 

A meet ing was held al tin- city hall 
yesterday morning by ratepayers lo con- 
sider the water works question. 

His Worship the Mayor presided, and 
.Mr. J. S. Vat... was appointed secretary. 
Among those present woiv- noticed Coun.

His worship stated that the object of 
Die meeting was to determine mi some 
action, relative lo a petition presented to 
the council asking for extension of the 
wafer-works scheme. 

Mr. Alex. McLean staled that although 
only a few ratepayers were present, he 
had' been ass nod of hearty o> operation 
front a large number, in whatever action 
the committee should take, lb- felt that 
the ratepayers hail not beou justly dealt 
with. He believed in the Hendry and 
Pickering scheme which had been endors- 
ed by competent engineers; it had been 
before throe different councils and passed, 

the I icy had been voted and was in the 

hank, tho material was bought and the 
work should go on. 

Coun. Pearse gav e some figures favor- 
ing the Hendry scheme, stating that the 
whole expenditure after tho completion 
of tho work would amount to .STiio per 
annum, and Mr. Bell's sohoine would cost 
$110,500 per annum. First the ratepayers 
should consider whether they will pay 

$75,000 for the work and go on paying 
$10,500 per annum fur ever afterward, 
lie then moved the following resolution; 

"Whereas the scheme prepared for the 
better supply of tho city of Victoria water- 
Works by Mr. Hendry, water- works 
engineer, in L880, which waB examined, 
mid the calculations pertaining thereto 
wore verified and approved by a board of 
honorary engineers in July, '84, and also 
by Mr. Pickering, C. E., in 1H80, and 
also by Mr. II. P. Bell, C. E., in 1H87, 
and whereas the scheme known us lien- 



dry's was approved, by the ratepayers of 
Victoria in 1886, and the sum of $75,000 
voted for carrying out tho same; 

"Resolved, That this meeting is of 
opinion that tho Hendry scheme should 
be at once proceeded with in accordance 
with tho well understood wishes of a 
large majority of tho ratepayers of this 
city." 

Coun. CI rant said it was true that Mr. 
Boll verified and endorsed Mr. Hendry's 
scheme in his progress report, but in order 
that there might bo no misunderstanding 
he would say that the difference of 
opinion between Mr. Bell and Mr. Hendry 
was the quantity of water that would bo 
distributed below tho low service reser- 
voir. 

Mr. McLean said ho had asked 124 rate- 
payers to sign the petition and only 11 
had rofuaed. 

Mr. Charles Hayward said he thought 
it would be a mistake for tho meeting to 
presume to dictate to tho council, and 
favored leaving the matter in thu hands of 
tho council. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson said he had always 
opposed the scheme because the council 
had never attempted to stop the waste of 
water in the city. He cited several in- 
stances whole meters should bo placed. 
The scheme bad boon endorsed by the 
ratepayers, and if they had made a blun- 
der it was their own fault. 

Mayor Fell expressed his viows freely 
and said that the Hendry scheme hud 
been endorsed by the people and should 
be carried out. 

The resolution was then put to a vote 
and carried, Messrs. Chas. Hayward, 
Coun. Harris and James Taylor voting in 
the negative, Mr. E. (J. Prior not voting. 
The meeting aljourned to Thursday after- 
noon at It o'clock.

QUICK TRANSIT FROM CHINA. 

Various Items ol Interest form the Celestial 
Kingdom. 

s.vn Francisco. Aug. li. - The Oociden- 
ral and Oriental steamer Gaelic arrived 
last night from the Orient after a quick 
passage' of fourteen days and nine minutes. 
She brings Yokohama papers up to July 
10th ami China news to July 1 1th. 

S. S. Popuir, Chinese Secretary to the 
Russian legation in Peking, has'just pub- 
lished a pamphlet Oil Chinese population 
in which he states it to be 382,000,000, ns 
against 413,00,000 in the year 1842. His 
statists are derived from Chinese official 
sources. 

Chinese papers contain the following 
items: The plague of sudden death is 
raging in Nanking. People are dying in 
every quarter. There are many instances 
of very sudden death. People are well in 
tho morning and dead in the afternoon. 

The tlee rait says that over 1,000 tele- 
graph pole* belonging to the Yunnan lino 
have been pulled down by people who say 
that tho telegraph is a diabolical Euro- 
pean artifice and disturbs geometric in- 
fluences. Troops to the number of 2,000 
have been ordered to the spot. 

Last week, according to Slien Pao, no 
less than eighty-eight persons were sum- 
marily executed near Shanghai for belong- 
ing to secret societies. 
■ The Shen l't<» gives a harrowing ac- 
count of Hoods at Chou Fou up the Wen- 
chow rivor.
